tains the authorized military occu- 
pational specialties (MOS) for use 
in classification of warrant officers 
and their positions; and provides 
a new MOS code.” 

In the past, a dual system has 
been used for warrant job classifi- 
cation, with 45 of the 70 MOSs au-

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EM Promotion Allocations 
Rise as Fiscal Year Ends 


WASHINGTON—Enlisted men in the. Army have

With the announcement last 


} week of June EM promotion allo- 


cations, the Army brought its to- 
tal allocations to 169,019 for fiscal 
year 1961—which ends on 30 June. 
Sometime late in May or early in 
June additional or “supplemental” 
promotion allocations are expected 
to be announced, boosting the FY 
61 total even higher. 

Last year— FY '60, which ended 
on 30 June 1960—the Army handed 
out a total of 149,959 promotion 
allocations. This was 19,060 fewer 
than the number approved for FY 
’*61—not counting the supplemental 
allocations yet to come. 

Promotion prospects for FY '62 
are not yet known. The Army is 
waiting for action by Congress on 
its manpower fund requests, before 
it will announce promotion plans 
for next year. 

In drawing a comparison between 
promotions this year and last, it is 
important to remember that the 
numbers cited are “promotion allo 
cations” not actual promotions. The 
difference is slight, but important. 

The “allocations” represent the 
number of promotions authorized 
by DA in Washington, but not the 


Senate Votes 
Down Capehart 
Housing Plan 


WASHINGTON — The _ Senate 
this week defeated, after lengthy 
debate, a last-ditch attempt to save 
the Capehart housing program. 

In passing the military construe- 
tion authorization bill the Senate 
voted down an amendment by Sen. 
Mike Monroney, of Oklahoma, to 
restore to the bill all of the more 
than 7000 Capehart housing units 
approved by the House Armed 
Services committee. The units had 
been slashed by the Senate com- 
mittee which voted to end the 
Capehart program this year and 
approved only 20900 units of ap 
propriated fund housing instead. 

The Senate action, coming affer 
hours of debate, appeared to sound 
the death knell for the Capehart 
plan. 

The bill now goes to conference 
of House-Senate leaders who must 
compromise the opposing versions 
of the measure. 

But the Capehart program has 
drawn sharp criticism in _ the 
House and appears to have just too 
many opponents on Capitol Hill.

Engineers Seek Students 
For Nuclear Plant Course 


WASHINGTON The Army 
last week asked for applications 
for students for the next nuclear 
power plant operators course at 
Fort Belvoir, Virginia. The course 
starts on 28 August. 


To fill present and future needs 
for its nuclear power program, the 
Army’s Corps of Engineers will 
evaluate applications from enlisted 
men all over the world. Between 
30 and 40 men will be selected to 
take the highly specialized course 
conducted by the Nuclear Power 
Field Office at Fort Belvoir. 
They will be joined by both Navy 
and Air Force men in training as 
operators for land-based nuclear 
power plants. 


In the 48-week course of train- 
ing enlisted men are given in- 
stensive study in mathematics, 
physics, engineering and nuclear 
power plant technology. This 
phase of the course is followed by 
specialty and operational training 
at the Army’s prototype nuclear 
power plant at Fort Belvoir—the 
SM-1. The SM-1, stationary medium 
power plant, has been operating 
since 1957.

YAKIMA, Wash.—Exercise Lava Plains, one of the 
largest maneuvers ever held in the Pacific Northwest, 
opened at Yakima Firing Center, Wash., 8 May. 

Featuring 18,000 men, including the Strategic Army Corps’ 
4th Inf. Div. from Fort Lewis, troops from other posts and Air 
Force support troops are theoretically trying to dislodge the enemy 
from the 267,000-acre desert training facility at Yakima.

Exercise Lava Plains is being directed by the Sixth Army 
commanding General, Lt. Gen. Robert F. Cannon, Officials said the 
exercise, which ends 22 May, is being held to test STRAC pre- 
paredness.

Asks Overseas Weekly Investigation 


WASHINGTON—Rep. O. C. Fisher, (D.-Tex.), has asked the 
Defense Department to investigate Overseas Weekly and those who 
publish it. 

In a letter to Secretary of Defense Robert S. McNamara, Fisher 
noted that articles published in the weekly paper formed the basis 
of complaints against Maj. Gen. Edwin A. Walker, who recently was 
relieved of command of the 24th Inf. Div. 

The weekly is a privately owned American newspaper pub- 
lished in Frankfurt, Germany, and circulates extensively among 
U.S. Troops in the area. 

Walker, a resident of Fisher’s congressional district, was re- 
ported by the publication to have used information favorable to 
the John Birch Society in an information program set up for men 
in his command, Walker has denied there is any connection be- 
tween his program and the ‘society. 

Fisher said he was informed that Overseas Weekly has been 
“notorious for its flamboyant reporting and this fact may properly 
raise questions as*to the reliability of the articles which formed 
the basis of the complaints.

Defense Bill Would Keep 
Cadets at Full Strength 


WASHINGTON—The Army and 
Air Force would be able to keep 
the number of cadets at the 
Academies up to full strength 
under a bill introduced by Rep.

of its young officers with three to 18 years’ service. 


retention rate of 34.6 was

For a long time, one of the 
Army’s greatest problems has been 
a shortage of young officers and 
the difficulty of retaining them 
after their initial tours of duty. 


Several years ago it was. de- 
cided that 35 percent of all obli- 
gated tour Reserve officers must 
accept extended active duty every 
year, in order to maintain the 
necessary officer structure for an 
870,000-man Army. 

In FY °57 the retention rate had 
dropped to an all-time low of 18.7 
percent. An upturn began in FY 
58 when the rate went to 21.2 per-

cent. In FY '59 it reached 25.4 
percent, and in FY ’60 it amount- 
ed to 28.6 percent. 

The big jump in retention dur- 
ing the current year cannot be 
attributed to any single cause, of- 
ficials explain. But in some cases, 
programs have béen set up to offer 
choice assignments to those who 
will extend for an additional year. 
In others, more responsibility is 
being given to younger officers. In 
most cases, the emphasis is sim- 
ply placed on making the young of-

Signal Corps Moving New 
Officer Course to Gordon 


FORT GORDON, Ga.—lIn order 
to increase emphasis on _ tactical 
field training, the Signal Corps 
plans to move the signal officers’ 
orientation course from Fort Mon- 
mouth, N J., to the Signal Train- 
ing Center at Fort Gordon. 

The first section consisting of 22 
Reserve second lieutenants serving 
in the Army for six months is pres- 
ently reporting to this Georgia post. 

Plans call for a gradual expan- 
sion of operations at the Signal 
Training Center. Beginning 10 
July one section of junior officers 
will be reporting here every other 
week, and the entire officers’ orien- 
tation course will be relocated late 
this year. This will permit a great- 
er emphasis upon the operation of 
field communications by using the 
large Gordon reservation and sig- 
nal intergrated training facility, a 
complex. of receiver, transmitter, 
message center, and cohfrol sites 
which form a simulated theater of 
operations communications net- 
work, 


During the first seven-week 
phase of training, the newly com- 
missioned signal officers will spend 
most of their time in the classroom 
learning the fundamentals of ra- 
dio, wire, teletpye and facsimile 
communications along with basic 
military subjects such as marks- 
manship, map reading and combat 
tactics. 

The second phase will feature 
a weeklong field problem during 
which emphasis will be placed 
upon the installation and operation 
of field signal communications un- 
der combat conditions with aggres- 
sor harassment. 


RFA officers will then remain 
here to finish their six-month tour, 
while they receive on-the-job train- 
ing in various signal units. These 
include combat-ready STRAC units 
and the field training companies 
of the Signal Unit Training Group. 

Extensive renovations have been 
made to provide apartment-type 
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bachelor officer quarters for the 
students during their stay at the 
Signal Training Center.

A COMPARISON of figures for 
officer retention in each branch of 
the Army shows that no single one 
has been responsible for the over 
all increase in this year’s retention 
rate. Eight of the 10 major 
branches have shown increases, 
and the two which have decreased 
have slipped only slighty and 
still have high retention rates. Ia 
the minor branches, six have 
shown increases and only two have 
declined. 


In’ the major branches, the best 
record has* been established by 
the Ordnance Corps with 53.8 per- 
cent. Two years ago Ordnance 
had one of the lowest retention 
rates (15.7 percent) and decided 
to do something about it. The pro- 
gram worked out in Ordnance had 
almost spectacular results in the 
first year it was tried, for the re- 
tention figures more than doubled 
last year and continued to soar 
again this year. 

Infantry has the second best 
record in the major branches, 





though it was one of the two major 
branches to experience a decline 
in retention this year. Always one 
of the in the recruiting 
race, infantry now has a record of 
40.9 percent retention — down 
only .2 percent from last year’s 
high of 41.1 percent. 

Far and away the best branch 
for retention of officers is the 


WAC, which this year was able to 
keep 93 percent of its officers. Last 
year the WAC record was 82 per- 
cent. The JAG Corps — which has 
always faced great difficulty in re- 


leaders 





taining young officer-lawyers —~ 
more than doubled its rate this 
year. 


The drastic drop in retention of 
chaplains from last year’s peak of 
76 percent to a mere 22.2 percent 
so far this year is not as bad as it 
looks, officials said.

F THE SERVICES have their way, many new benefits will appear on the militar) 
scene in the years ahead. Conditions of military life will improve, and more per- 


sons will look toward service as a career proposition. But 


the services aren't. going to 





get all they ask for — they never 
do. So the question is, how much? 
And will this prove ample to re- 
tain the numbers and types need- 
ed to operate the services efficient- 
ly and effectively? 

A military service “feels” for 
its troops. Top officials are human 
beings and they sincerely want a 
reasonable amount of the good 
things of life for their members 
-— pay, housing, conveniences, etc. 

But this is not the main reason 
each service is advancing a whole 
series of new improvement propo- 
sitions. “Selectivity,” the goal be- 
hind many personnel actions or 
plans, *~ the reason. 

The larger the number of ap- 
plicants for re-enlistment into a 
critical skill, the more selective the 
service can be. The more persons 
vieing for special assignments, or 
training, or for a regular commie- 
sion, the better can the services 
pick and choose. This in turn 
makes for improved effectiveness 
throughout the structure. 

To obtain these large pools of 
competitors, to say nothing of 
barely filling the ranks in certain 
critical skills, additional career 
benefits are required as magnets. 

Among benefits talked of are re- 


many important changes in career 
benefits — some springing from 
new legislation, some from service 
policy actions, and some from ex- 
executive and judicial orders. 

Many will be favorable, but not 
all. There are storm signals ahead 
in retirement benefits, tax exemp- 
tions, accrual pay attempts, and 
others. 

One minor benefit servicemen 
can pretty well forget right now is 
the special overseas mailing gift 
privilege, whereby they can send 
items worth $50 or less to the 
States duty-free. The authorizing 
law expires June 30, and the gov- 
ernment is not planning to extend 
it. Like all citizens, service person- 
nel will continue to be able to send 
back gifts « sting $10 or less. 

Céngress also has been asked by 
President Kennedy to cut from 
$500 to $200 the amount of goods 
brought home by tourists — and 
servicemen who have been 
abroad more than 12 days. (This 
has nothiug to do with the right of 
servicemen returning from regu- 
lar tours abroad to bring in per- 
sonal and household effects duty- 
free although each service has 
been warning its members that if 





mote-duty pay, bigger and maybe 
more selective re-enlistment bonus, 
term retention pay, officer scientif- 
ic-education pay, more quarters al- 
lowance, much more family hous- 
ing, * travel-transportation allow- 
ances for men in the lower ranks, 
more trailer allowance, removal of 
dual job restrictions and many 
more. 


* * * 


SOME OF THESE THINGS 
don’t have a chance, at least this 
year, and perhaps never. None of 
the items except trailer allow- 
ances, mentioned above are good 
bets for the year 1961, most ob- 
server, feel. The military family 
housing picture is gloomy, and the 
end of the Capehart program may 
soon be in sight — with nothing to 
replace it. 

These are the big money items, 
always hard to come by. Long 
studies by the interested executive 
agencies usually precede any form- 
al requests for congressional ac- 
tion. Within the Pentagon there 
are top-level reviews and studies 
aplenty, but the present spotlight 
is on weapons systems, roles and 
missions, force structures, and 
management streamlining. Career 
benefits nay come more into their 
own next year. 

By then the new administration 
will have had more time to ex- 
plore personnel problem areas in 
detail. By next summer it will have 
been four years since pay rates 
were improved, and 10 years since 
quarters allowances were adjusted. 
Surely by then the government 
will be squared away for a quar- 
ters allowance boost.

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$15 Per Diem Asked for Military 


WASHINGTON—Defense has asked Congress to raise 
the maximum per: diem for servicemen to $15. 


The request arrived just as the House passed a bill to 


raise per diem for civilian em- 
ployes to $16. 

The present military per diem 
is $12 (same as for civilians) but 
a study by the Budget Bureau 
found the average cost of subsis- 
tence items. was $15.13 a day, De- 
fense said. 

The bill would also allow reim- 
bursement for actual expenses up 





to $25 a day under unusual cir- 
cumstances. 

“Situations sometimes arise 
where the military traveler is re- 
quired to use more expensive ac- 
commodations than is usually the 
case,” Defense said. “For example, 
where rooms are hard to obtain 
because of a large gathering in 
the city, or where temporary duty 








in a disaster area is required, or 
where the locality has but one ho- 
tel, military personnel may be re- 
quired to use the only accommo- 
dations available and in these sit- 
uations the government represent- 
ative sometimes finds the cost of 
the least expensive room exceeds 
the entire per diem.” 

The 84th Congress passed a law 
to take care of such special situ- 
ations for civilian personnel. But 
military people have to use their 
own funds. 

In such situations a maximum 





would be set before each trip, De- 
fense said, with the absolute max- 
imum $25 a day. 

The bill would increase De- 
fense’s budget $27,620,000 a year. 
The cost by services: Army, $7,930,- 
000; Navy, $6,400,000; Air Force

New Xenon 
Lamp Has 
Many Uses 


FORT BELVOIR, Va.—Develop- 
ment of the most powerful xenon 
high brightness lamp in the world 
—equal to lighting power to 200 
100-watt light bulbs—has been an- 
nounced by Army Engineers. 

The new light source, which has 
a rated capacity of 8000 watts, was 
built by the Duro-Test Corp., North 
Bergen, N. J.; under a contract with 
the Engineer Research and Devel- 
opment Laboratories here. 

Although developed for search- 
light. applications, this new high 
powered light souree is expected 
to have numerous other military, 


space and commercial applications. 


The lamp creates a luminous 
source approximately 7mm in diam- 
eter with a brightness of two to 
three times the brightness of the 
sun. The radiating xenon plasma 
achieves a temperature of 15,000° F 
and is confined by a fused quartz 
envelope under a pressure of 140 
pounds per square inch. 

It is expected that the new lamp 
will replace carbon arc in 
many applications inasmuch. as 
they are clean,.possess maintenance 
free operations, have no open flame 
with carbon fumes, have 
daylight color of light and have a 
life up to 1000 hours.

False Economy 


The closing of many “marginal” Defense 
Department installations, now being carried 
out or contemplated, is based on the premise 
that it is not properly the function of federal 
agencies to assure the economic health of 
specific localities. On the other hand, there 
is much favorable feeling in Congress and 
the Pentagon for the idea that more defense 
contracts should be given to small businesses, 
particularly those in “labor distress” areas. 

And this is justified as being “in the 
national interest’ because the federal govern- 
ment is responsible for the economic health 
of the entire nation which, by extension, 
means the well-being of specific localities. 

In truth, inconsistency is the hallmark 
of big government. 

The wholesale award of small-business 
contracts to labor-distress areas would be 
inconsistent -with the Defense Department’s 
position on the wholesale closing of small 
military installations. There is also a ques- 
tion of whether in fact and in the long run 
there would be a true cash saving. There 
will indeed be savings in the operating cost 
of several small posts on the one hand and 
a single large one on the other. But these 
savings would be offset in a number of ways. 

Whenever activities are consolidated into 
a large post, a need is created for new build- 
ings and the renovation of old ones. The 
price of civilian services goes up. 

Past building programs at inactivated 
osts go to waste. Witness, for example, the 
‘HA report that in Leesville, La., houses 

are available for rent at low prices. These 
houses were built to support Fort Polk. It 
isn’t costing the Defense Department tha, 
the homes are vacant, the FHA-insure 
mortgages unpaid. But it is costing FHA 
to maintain them. Savings realized by the 
Army in closing the post are showing up as 
additional costs to the government through 
FHA. 

Withdrawing military activities from a 
locality also means cutting the link between 
the services and the community. This, too, 
costs money in the end, for the services have 
been persuaded that they must spend money 
for public acceptance. The fewer places in 
which there are troops, the more that must 
be spent to build military interest among 
people distant from troop installations. 

The Defense Department’s goal, apparent- 
ly, is to cut “unnecessary” expense so that 
more money can be used for greater military 
readiness. It is of no concern that a saving 
in one place means added cost in another, 
particularly if the cost.increase is budgeted 
to another agency. Nor is consistency neces- 
sary in the acts of the installations branch 
on the one hand and the procurement branch 
on the other. The value of traditional con- 
nections, neediess to say, isn’t subject to 
cost accounting, either. . 

Paramount is the ability to point to the 
balance sheet and say: “See, we are paying 
less to operate our rea! estate and thus are 
saving money...” 

So posts will continue to be closed. Local 
economies will be hurt (and taxes not only 
will fall but money will be spent under the 
new “depressed areas” bill to put the local- 
ities back on their economic feet). Build- 
ings, land and facilities will be sold at half 
their value. More funds will be spent to 
increase the size of a few larger installations.

The ‘Surplus’ Nightmare

How often have you heard the following 
comment? 

“I'd get out tomorrow, but can’t afford 
to, with 16 years in...” 

And perhaps recently you heard some- 
one say something like this: 

“Forty more days to my ETS. Well, 
that’s nine years down the drain and 
the wife and I don’t know how we'll make 
out. But, what’s the percentage of stay- 
ing in when promotions stay frozen? . . .” 

Or: “They want me to change from 
cooking to topo survey. What the hell do 
I know about that kind of work? I don’t 
know what to do...” 

All of us hear, almost daily, comments 
like those above. One thing they all have 
in common is that they are all made by 
non-coms who have the misfortune to be 
in a “surplus” MOS field. 

. * . 


THERE IS TODAY, in the Army, a 
nightmarish situation where literally 
thousands of senior enlisted personnel 
are in positions in which they are barred 
from promotion, attendance at service 
schools and continuance in their career 
fields. All because they have “surplus” 
MOS’s, § 

What caused this situation? What will 
be the effects upon the Army if it is 
permitted to continue to exist? What can 
be done to alleviate it? 

Before attempting to answer these 
questions, we should realize that this 
business of “surplus” MOS’s, and the re- 
strictions placed upon the individuals 
possessing them is not only a matter of 
interest to those individuals, but that many 
commanders are also seriously concerned 
about this problem. . 

. 


TROOP. COMMANDERS realize that 
when a sergeant has been in grade for 
five, six, eight, 10 or more years, perform- 


ing his duties in a manner deserving of 
promotion, but can’t be promoted, a seri- 
ous morale problem exists. 

Commanders realize that when a 
sergeant with 10 or 12 years’ service has 
been working in a particular field through- 
out his Army career, and then is told to 
choose a completely new field, regardless 
of his versatility, a serious morale prob- 
lem exists. 

Commanders also realize that restric- 
tions placed upon advanced schooling of 
an individual, because of a “surplus” in 
his MOS, create morale problems. 

And, when by ARs and other directives, 
a commander’s authority and freedom of 
decision and action are curtailed, the 
commander’s morale is, to put it mildly, 
adversely affected. 

Who can say how many officers and 
NCOs, capable and well-trained, on whom 
the Army has spent millions of dollars, 
have quit the service in disgust because 
of this long-standing mess? 

And who can say how many thousands 
of non-coms are presently “serving time,” 


stripped of their initiaitive, enthusiasm’ 


and love for the Army, just waiting until 
they have their “20,” because of per- 
sonnel policies resulting from “surplus” 
MOSs?

LET US NOW explore the questions of 
how this monkey got on our backs, what 
will happen if it stays on, and how we're 
going to get it off... 

Causes and events leading up to the 
present MOS “surpluses” are many and 
in some cases, complicated. Some of the 
more significant, mentioned here is sim- 
gg and general terms, are, prob- 
ably: 

@ Extensive recruiting into certain 
MOS fields, ie, Food Service Career 
Field in 1948, placing many more men in 
ne fields than the Army now feels it 
needs.

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A New Approach

Within the United States, its 
territories and possessions, on- 
post quarters for military per- 
sonnel of all the services, are 
still far from adequate. By on- 
post quarters, this writer is re- 
ferring to family quarters for 
both officers and enlisted men 
and BOQ facilities for bona fide 
bachelors. Troop barracks, trans- 
it BOQ’s and guest house facili- 
ties are not included in this dis- 
cussion. 


Each year the services go, hat 
in hand, to the Congress, and oc- 
casionally receive some of what 
they ask for. But to date, no over- 
all integrated program that 
would provide a definitive solu- 
tion to the problem has been of- 
fered to or been considered by 
Congress. Understanding the 
pressure of other legislation at 
each session and the lack of 
“vote-appeal” of. this item, the 
results are not surprising. 

At the same time, one notes 
congressional displeasure at 
the: low rates of interest re- 
ceived for certain veterans’ 
funds such as National Service 
Life Insurance reserves. The 
second problem may well pro- 
vide a solution for the first. 
Military housing, like any 

housing, must be approached on 
a long-term basis, which is diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, when the 
construction programs must 
come from annual appropria- 
tions. It is recognized, of course, 
that certain measures in recent 
years have somewhat alleviated 
this situation, but all familiar 
with the problem will state with 
certainty that it is far from a 
satisfactory solution. 


No Annual Funding 


The military housing situation, 
excluding oversea areas, can and 
should be handled without re- 
quiring any congressional appro- 
priation at all except for the 
usual appropriation for quarters 
‘allowances of personnel which 
are included under the title “Pay 
and Allowances.” 

Magic? No, just logic. 

The basic formula which could 
solve this problem is a combina- 
tion of the idea of a semi-au- 
tomonous government agency 
similar in some respects to TVA 
and an industrial funding idea 
along with lines of MSTS or 
MATS. 

Let .us call it the National 
Military Housing Corporation, 
with power to borrow money 
from the various insurance, type 
funds of the government—E.G., 
veterans insurance funds and 
Social Security funds, with in- 
terest rates not to exceed the 
maximum allowed for govern- 
ment.guaranteed mortgages of 
the FHA type. 

This will require legislation 
—but just once, not annually. 

What powers should such leg- 
islation give to our National 
Military Housing Corporation 
and how should it be organized? 
Without attempting to set forth 
proposed legislation in detail, 
and considering the second ques- 
tion first, let us envisage the 
broad outlines. 


Who Heads It? 


To head the corporation, a 
Board of Directors should be 
named by the President of the 
United States with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. Ideal- 
ly, this Board should give broad 
representation to all .of the serv- 
ices atid for its membership, the 
“dual .pay”’ clause should be 
eliminated so that it might in- 
clude retired military personnel 
with first-hand knowledge of the 
problems and needs of the serv- 
ices and of service people. The 
rate of compensation for its 
members should be high énough 
to attract first-rate people. 

The Board would need a tech- 
nical staff of about 100 with ade- 
quate clerical help. The technical 
staff should properly include ‘in- 
gineers, architects, legal advis- 
ers, as well as financial and liai- 
son personnel. For this group as 
well, the dual pay proviso should 
be waived. 

An alternative solution for 
the technical staff would be te 
provide the board with active 
duty personnel. Perhaps a 
combination of both would be 
the answer, with the active 
duty members bringing a fresh 
viewpoint from the field. 
Other than this top staff, the 

Corporation would have no staff, 
and no additional payroll to 
meet, except for janitorial and 
custodial personnal: at the local 
level.. Management and control 
at the local level would be per- 
formed by post personnel in 
much the same manner as at 
present, but in this area they 
would represent not only the 
post. commander, but the Na- 
tional Military Housing Corpora- 
tion .as- well. 

Our experience with the Army 
and Air Force Exchange Service 
has proven that such a system 
can work efficiently. Necessary 
repairs and utilities could be 
provided by the post engineer 
(or his Air Force or Navy equiv- 
alent) on a cost reimbursable 
basis for the National Military 
Housing Corporation. Thus, even 
here the expenditure of appro- 
priated funds, and the need to 
ask for such appropriations, can 


_ be held to a minimum. 


Wide Authority 


Having sketched the structure, 
let ‘us return to the legislative 
grant of authority. In capsuld 
form, the minimum authority or 
legislative basis could thus be 
‘summarized: 

1. The constitution of the 
Corporation as an instrumental- 
ity of the U.S..(thus giving it ex- 
emption from state and local 
taxes and the power to institute 
condemnation proceedings in the 
name of the United States): 

2. A transfer of title in fee 
simple of all United States-own- 
ed family housing and BOQ prop- 
erty — the U.S., its terri- 


— a ees, (other

soe! acilities) to the Corpora- 


tio, to include the furnishings 
contained therein. 
3. A direction to the services 





to pay monthly to the Corpora- 
tion the total of the housing al- 
lowances of all persorinel oc- 
cupying quarters owned by the 
Corporation. (Here, however, a 
provision should be. made for 
rental fees for substandard fam- 
ily and BOQ housing with the 
differential being paid to the 
Military tenant in cash). 

4. The power te borrow 
long-term funds from the Na- 
tional Services Life Insurance 
and the Soéial Security Ad- 
ministration at rates of inter- 
est not te exceed those pro- 
vided for in FHA-guaranteed 
mortgages. 

5. The power to rent housing 
to other than military personnel 


“when a post’s military popula- 


tion has been cut below the quar- 
ters available. 

6. The power to rent and/or 
sell such housing to private in- 
dividuals if the post concerned 
is totally deactivated. The power 
to rent is necessary here to pre- 
elude the need for forced sale at 
a great loss, but the act should 
make clear that the Corporation 
must attempt to sell as promptly 
as possible in such circum- 
stances, when it can do so at a 
reasonable price. 

7. The authority to construct 
family and BOQ housing at or 
near any military post of any of 
the services in accordance with 
the needs of service personnel 
at that post for such housing. 
Construction would normally be 
by commercial contractor on a 
bid basis. 

8. The necessary powers to 
do all that is required for the 
accomplishment of the above. 


Would Pay Its Way 


The Corporation would, of 
course, have to “live within its 
income.” From the monthly 
check of the. Treasury, and its 
other minor income sources (sale 
of salvage furniture, sale of no 
longer needed real estate, and 
civilian rentals from quarters 
temporarily not required), the 
Corporation would have to meet 
its payroll, repay the U.S. for 
utilities and repair services furn- 
ished by the posts, furnish the 
quarters, and repay its loans 
with interest. 

Some quick calculations will 
convince, however, even the 
sceptic that the income of the 
Corporation would be adequate 
to meet these costs. Many real 
estate firms are making high 
profits with much less in the 
way of guaranteed occupancy 
rates and without any exemption 
from local taxation. It is indeed 
this exemption from. local taxa- 
tion that would give the corpora- 
tion the financial .flexibility to 
meet service contingencies such 
as the deactivation of posts and 
reduction in force levels.

Housing standards would be 
commensurate with the quarters 
allowances provided in the mili- 
tary pay legislation for person- 
nel of the grades and categories 
included.

Guerrilla And 
Para-Military Warfare

Deere HAVE ALWAYS been ready—even eager 
—to believe that the professional military officers 
who wear the uniform of the Republic aren’t quite bright. 


No myth is harder to exorcise 
from our folklore than the leg- 
end of the brilliant amateur who 
confounds stupid old Colonel 
Blimp with his dazzling genius 
and turns defeat into victory af- 
ter the bumbling Colonel has 


almost fouled up the whole 
operation. 

We should take present 
warning from the historical 


fact that this inbred enthu- 
siasm for the amateur warrior 
has time and again been used 
by political leaders who sought 
te reduce expenditures on de- 
fense or avoid the risks involv- 
ed in firm, organized resistance 
te external threats. 

Our current fascination with 
guerrilla and para-military opera- 
tions and with the supposed need 
to expand our national capabil- 
ities for conducting and counter- 
ing these forms of warlike 
activity has its origin in our 
readiness to over-value the ama- 
teur fighter.

“GUERRILLA” is a Spanish 
word meaning “little war.” 

“Para-military’ means “near” 
or “aside and apart from” mili- 
tary. 

Actually Woth terms apply to 
forces which are amateur rather 
than professional in character, 
loosely organized and disciplined, 
and operating usually -in small 


groups, though often enough 
under some kind of central 
direction. 





Historical Quote 
Of the Week 


“The wrong war, at the 
wrong place, at the wrong 
time, and with the wrong 


enemy’—Gen. Omar N. 
Bradley. 
That is what Omar Bradley, 


then Chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, told the Senate on 15 
May 1951, while discussing Gen- 
eral MacArthur’s ambition to ex- 
tend the Korean War to include 
Red China itself. The words at 
once spread across the nation, be- 
came a slogan, and satisfied the 
bulk of the populace that Presi- 
dent Truman had done the right 
thing in recalling, MacArthur 
from command in Korea. Prob- 
ably nothing would “delight the 
Kremlin more,” as Bradley ex- 
pressed it, than to have us get 


into a war with Red China — “the 
wrong place.” 
Gen. George C. Marshall and 


many others, farther removed from 
the bloody fields of Korea than 
MacArthur, realized the vast drain 
on our air and naval resources 
such as enlargement of the Ko- 
rean War would entail. It could 
“jeopardize world peace and ulti- 
mately threaten our _ security,” 
Bradley had told the Radio and 
TV Broadcasters’ convention in 
Chicago in April. MacArthur out- 
ranked Bradley, but Marshall out- 
ranked them both. All three were 
five-star generals—M. S. WHITE. 





On the record, such forces have 
their principal value in war when 
they are working in conjunction 
with friendly organized forces. 
There is no historical . support 
for the claim that “little war” 
can win final victory all by itself. 

Thus in the American Rev- 
olution, the partisan hands 
of Marion and Sumter haras- 
sed the British in South 
Carolina, kept alive the spark 
of hope (and hence of resist- 
ance) among the civilian -pop- 
ulation and made life both 
miserable and dangerous for 
the Tories. When General 
Greene’s army advanced south- 
ward, he acknowledged his 
great debt to the partisan 
operations against British out- 
posts and lines of supply, but 
history notes Greene as the 
man who won the war in the 
South. Marion and Sumter 
could not have done it alone. 

More recently, the widespread 
and well-organized Soviet. guer- 
rilla operations in World War 
II were of, great value operating 
in the rear of the German 
armies; but those armies were 
defeated by organized Soviet 
forces.

THE HISTORY OF guerrilla 
operations, left wholly on their 
own to meet well-organized op- 
position, is almost invariably a 
tale of high hopes ending in 
agony diminuendo. It was so 
with the Boers in South Africa, 
it was so in Greecé and in Ma- 
laya. 

In these cases, there was a 
period .when it was stoutly main- 
tained by wiseacres that the 
guerrillas would never be over- 
come, that the attempt to do so 
was hopeless; but actually it was 
the guerrilla effort which was 
hopeless unless supported by 
organized force capable of im- 
pesing its will on the battlefield 
and gaining decisive victory. 

It is beside the point to 
urge that we need to expand 
our study of guerrilla warfare 
so as to counter guerrilla op- 
erations against our friends 
and allies. The United States 
Army and Marine Corps are 
not deficient in the study of 
guerrilla war, nor do they lack 
experience in dealing with it. 
What they have lacked for 
some time is adequate means 
te meet the various threats 
—military and para-military— 
which a resourceful enemy is 
capable of presenting to us. 

To cry. aloud that we must 
find some amateur method of 
dealing with problems which 
demand professional competence 
may sound appealing, may have 
a certain freshness and novelty 
that can win a few plaudits from 
the uninformed—but it will prove 
a broken reed to lean upon in 
time of stress. The late disaster 
in Cuba was a product of bril- 
liant but ill-seasoned amateur 
“para-military” §(remember?— 
near or aside and apart from 
military) thinking.

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Committee ‘Rule’ Slows

NCLE JOE CANNON, the fabled Speaker of the House

THE COMMITTEE has an un- 
written rule, almost never violat- 
ed, that bills not specifically re-

that bill will not be taken up un- 
til the committee has considered 
all bills requested by Defense and 
all other bills on which there have 
been favorable reports. The rule, 
in effect, gives Defense a veto 
power over legislation. 

There is, of course, a very good 
reason for this. It goes about as 
follows: 

The Defense report represents 
the executive branch’s position, 
which is to say the President's 
position. An unfavorable report 
implies that if the bill is passed 
the President will veto it. There 
is no point in the committee wast- 
ing its valuable time passing a bill 
that is headed for an eventual 
veto. By the same token a bill isn’t 
taken up until Defense reports 
since Defense might be opposed, 
which would again mean a lot of 
work toward an eventual veto. 


All thig is very logical. 


The only thing wrong is that it 
isn’t true. 

TO BEGIN WITH the President, 
is not going to veto a bill Congress 
took the trouble to pass unless he 
has good and sufficient reasons. 
The reasons for an unfavorable re- 
port from the Defense Department 
are by no means always sufficient 
tu defend a Presidential veto on a 
bill that Congress held hearings on 
refined, and gave its stamp of 
approval. 





Defense rendered an unfavor- 
able report, for example, on a bill 
to give cash awards to’ servicemen 
for money-saving suggestions and 
inventions. If Congress passed 
such a bill, equating it closely to 
the cash award program now in 
operation for civilians, do you 
think the President would veto it? 
It’s very doubtful. 

For another thing, once hearings 
are called on a bill Defense has to 
speak out. The bill could be re- 
fined to meet justifiable objections. 
On bills on. which Defense has 
not submitted any report, the de- 
partment would have to state — 
and defend — its position. If a 
committee is concerned enough to 
bring up a problem on its own the 
Department would hesitate to op- 
pose it without good cause, 

Since the very lack of a report 
hag the effect of preventing action 
under the committee’s rule, bills 
which may — or should — be in 
the Defense program are not con- 
sidered until submitted by the De- 
partment, Calling hearings would 
speed up action on bills the De- 
partment favors. 

* o * 

TAKE, FOR EXAMPLE, quar- 
ters allowance and trailer rates. 

I am fairly certain that a quar- 
ters allowance increase would get 
approval in both House and Senate 
if requested by Defense. Tralier 
rate increases would likely be ap- 
proved in the House and possibly 
in the Senate, too. It would cer- 
tainly be considered.

DOD Opposes Bill to Limit 
Federal Service of Guard 


WASHINGTON — Defense De- 
partment this week opposed legis- 
lation to restrict the President's 
use of the Army or Air National 
Guard. 


Defense put an “unfavorable” 
stamp on HR-2941, introduced by 
Rep. Mendel Rivers (D., S.C.) 
which would prohibit the call of 
the Guard into federal service “ex- 
cept in time of war, or invasion, 
or upon: request of the governor 
of a State.” 

The Defense report notes that 
the Army and Air National Guard 
“is an integral part of our first 
lines defenses of the nation.” 

It said the “President should 
not have hindrancies put in the 
way as to the use of any part of 
the armed forces in the exercise 
of his duties as commander-in-chief 
of the military.” 

Furthermore, Defense told Con- 








gress, “we believe the legislation 
to be unconstitutional.” 


Defense pointed out that the re- 
sponsibility to preserve, protect 
and defend the constitution re- 
quires the President in the event 
of a declaration of war to direct 
the nation’s armed might, includ- 
ing the National Guard. 

“The same responsibility may re- 
quire his use of federal power 
when necessary to protect citizens 
of the country from injury, pre- 
vent harm to our relations through- 
out the world, help assure our fu- 
ture ability to defend our country, 
and when lawless domestic disor- 
ders obstruct enforcement of State 
or federal law,’ Defense asserted.

Army Hunts

ARMY CHEMICAL CENTER, Md.—Although the Army 
has no MOS for “cockroach handlers” as such, several can 
be found tending a “cockroach farm”’—one of the tools of

have solved puzzlers like what 
makes hair turn green and what 
caused consternation among cran- 
berry chemists during the 1959 
cranberry scare. 

An Army physician, Col. Adam 
J. Rapalski, heads the lab. On his 
staff are experts on poisons, polu- 
tion, ionizing radiation, bedbugs — 
just about everything the modern 
home can do without. 

The lab has a double duty: pro- 
tect the soldier against health 
hazards and protect the Federal 
Government against unreasonable 
compensation claims. 

To do this, lab scientists have be- 
come “traveling trouble shooters.” 
They cover more than 300,000 
miles a year visiting Army installa- 
tions, where they look into every- 
thing from aerosols to automatic 
dishwashers. 

. * * 

SOMETIMES an unusual case 
calls for a special survey. For ex- 
ample, during the November 1959 
cranberry scare, a survey team was 
asked to investigate the cranberry 
investigators who were suffering 
from serious outbreaks of nausea 
and headaches. The cause, they 
discovered, was over-exposure to 
alcohol — the methyl type used in 
the chemical analysis of cranberry 
samples. 

The need for an environmental 
health facility in the Army became 
apparent early in War II when 
mushrooming industrial activities 
at Army posts, arsenals and depots 
triggered many new health 
dangers. 

Since then the lab has kept ‘up 
with the times, and today it also 
keeps a watchful eye open for 
hazards that confront Army mis- 
silemen. Few places handle such 
a wide variety of health problems.

woke up one morning with green 
hair. 

Medical texts didn’t supply any 
answers, but the survey team 
traced the cause to a chemical (par- 
anitrophenol) used by the tanners 
to mildew-proof shoe leather. 

Although the Agency is located 
at the Army Chemical Center, 
there is no connection between the 
two organizations. While the 
Chemical Center is concerned with 
chemical and biological warfare 
agents, the Army Environmental 
Hygiene Agency is interested in 
everyday health hazards. 

Many of these hazards arise from 
environmental factors — tempera- 
ture, humidity, and radiation — 
and their effect on troops. An en- 
listed technician at the lab has de- 
veloped an old apparatus that looks 
like a bowling ball, helmet liner, 
and apothecary jar hanging from a 
wooden frame. 

This device has prevented many 
heat injuries, particularly among 
new recruits, Used with a formula 
developed at Harvard University, 
the “Wet Bulb Globe Temperature 
Index,” it takes into account the 
sun’s heat, air temperature and 
humidity to tell how much external 
heat stress a soldier will have to 
endure on any given day.

MODERN USES of atomic 
energy have opened up another 








area of concern. - Health physics 
experts survey all the Army’s nu- 
clear reactors to make sure that 
personnel working around them 
are protected from radiation. 

Testing everything from wool to 
weed killers for toxicity is another 
important lab function. A sharp 
eye is needed to keep up with all 
the new chemicals and materials 
being used in the Army. Many 
could cause toxic injury if they 
were not carefully screened before 
use. 

At the Army Environmental Hy- 
giene Agency’s “bug bank” two to 
three million crawly creatures live 
rent free with plenty of good food. 
In addition to a fine cockroach 
crop, there are mosquitoes, flies, 
bedbugs, and lice. 

Their life, while it lasts, con- 
sists of one exposure after another 
to various: insecticides and repel- 
lents. In this way lab entomolo- 
gists can tell which insecticides are 
the most effective and which ones 
insects like the least.

THE “LOUSIEST” job at the lab 
goes to the man who gets the “vest 
detail.” Since body lice grow best 
next to the body, a special vest 
with many rows of small pockets 
holds tiny lice-filled boxes close — 
but not too close — to the wearer. 

No one at the lab objects to this 
job too much. Like the other work 
going on there, it’s all in the in- 
terest of science and the soldier.

AT WASHINGTON MEETING 
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Group Promotes Copter as a Weapon

WASHINGTON—No spanking new developments were 
displayed at the American Helicopter Society’s 17th annual 
meeting here last week but a number of recent ones that 
might ease or enlarge the work of Army helicopters were 
among those promoted by industry in the huge exhibit hall 





at the Sheraton Park Hotel. 

Among the many exhibits, two 
of special interest to the Army 
appeared to be General Electric’s 
“Minigun” and “PFNS,” developed 
by Bendix for Signal Corps. 

The Minigun is GE’s proposed 
solution to the need for a light- 
weight, fast-firing gun for heli- 
copters: patterned after an Air 
Force weapon, it fires NATO 
rounds (7.62 mm percussion-primed 
ammunition) as well as other small 
caliber ammunition. 

It is electrically operated (28 
volt DC), rotating, weighs 35 
pounds and is 32 -inches long. It 
appears to be a scaled-down ver- 
sion of the 20mm Vulcan, opera- 
tional on the Air Force's F-104, 
F-105, B-52H and B-58. A mock 
model was shown at the society 
exhibit. A GE representative said 
his company expected to have a 
prototype within a year.

A BOOTH devoted to explaining 
the “PFNS,” formally known as 
the Position Fixing and Navigation 
System, also drew a good deal of 
Army interest. The Army is going 
to test the system at Fort Hua- 
chuca, Ariz., next spring. 

A technical explanation of PFNS 
reads, in part: “A low frequency, 
radio position fixing system which 
provides position information by 
means of phase comparison of con- 
tinuous wave signals from a set of 
widely spaced radio transmitting 
stations.” 

There are three types of receiv- 
ing systems, one for aircraft, one 
for land-based vehicles and one 
for manpack operations. The air- 
borne and vehicle receiving sys- 
tems are said to be simple to 
operate and require little attention. 
Position information is shown on 
digital indicators and on a pictorial 
plotter. The plotter has “strip 
charts” in roll form. 

The essential thing, accord- 
ing to a company spokesman ex- 
plaining the instrument, is that 
the device will tell the pilot 





where he is at any moment, as 
well as his. past track, and with 
a digital readout. 


The system is designed to provide 
daytime coverage over a field 
army area of 500 miles deep and 
300 miles wide. At night, the cover- 
age is reduced by about 20 per- 
cent. The total weight of the com- 
plete system, excluding the primary 
power source, is 1575 pounds. With 
four men at each station, the trans- 
mitting system can be put in opera- 
tion within two hours, Bendix says. 
For manpack operations, a light- 
weight battery-operated receiver 
with dial instrument readout is 
used.

Officials pointed out that the 
test system has been very effective 
in getting individuals ‘‘on the ball.” 
Some MOSs have been tested three 
times. Men have earned pro pay 
as the result of the first test. They 
have lost it because they did not 
score high enough in the second 
test. They have studied and worked 
and ag a result have done well 
enough in the third test to re-earn 
pro pay. , * 


THE EFFECT has been that 
many individuals are far more ef- 
fective than they would have been 
without the program, even men 
who have not yet earned pro pay. 
The evaluation system permits in- 





dividuals to compare their scores 
with that of their peers, even 
though the scores are supposed to 
be confidential. 

In sum, officials said; the entire 
enlisted evaluation system is on 
schedule with the one major ex- 
ception that Defense will not per- 
mit the Army to add the 29,000- 
plus men to the pro. pay rolls that 
the law authorizes. Army officials 
said they felt that in another year 
or two they would get authoriza- 
tion. Thus in this particular aspect, 
the enlisted evaluation system will 
be a five-year or six-year program 
instead of the four-year program 
which the Army wanted in 1957- 
1958.

Kilday also is handling the De- 
fense-approved Option Act amend- 
ments.

18 years of service and cannot 
change or revoke the election with- 
in five years of retirement. 

@ Cut out death-bed elections. 
Those who retire for disability 
before completing 18 years serv- 
ice will not get Retired Service- 
man’s Family Protection Act pay- 
ments if they die of service-con- 
nection. In that case their depend- 
ents get survivor benefits pay- 
ments and money withheld for 
the Retired Serviceman’s Family 
Protection Act will be repaid in 
full. If he dies of non-service con- 
nected causes his survivors get 
Retired Serviceman’s Family Pro- 
tection Act coverage. 

@ Allow an additional year over 
the time limit (it had been six 
months) for making an election in 
cases of men missing, captured, 
interned or at isolated stations. 

® Allow for dividing an annuity 
under the act between a wife and 
the surviving Ne ssreng of a pre- 
vious marr 

® Allow thdrawal for reasons 
of severe financial hardship. No 
deductions would be refunded 
since the membér had been cov- 
ered during the time of the de- 
ductions. 

® Make annuities payable from 
the first day of the month in 
which death occurs. 

@ Allow for correction of ad- 
ministrative errors in recording 
elections or changes by the de- 
partment secretaries. “

SINCE THE START of the Con- 
tingency Option plan in 1953, 
some 91,626 service people have 
taken part in the program. Of 
these, 23,000 were retired and 
living at the end of 1959 and 2328 
survivors of men who had died 
were receiving annuities. 


Some 823 people had dropped 
from the program. 

The plan is similar to insurance 
and is designed to be self-support- 
ing. The government does not ap- 
propriate any money toward it. 

The fund has been self-sustain- 
ing and to date withholdings ex- 
ceed disbursements by $30 million. 
But actuarial studies indicate that 
the death-bed elections group 
would eventually receive payments 
of $20 million more than they paid 
in.

® Large number of promotions 
during the Korean war, caused by 
many openings in re-activated and 
federalized units, with a subsequent 
deactivation of units but retention 
of personnel, 


@ The  over-classification of 
career fields and MOS’s, particu- 
larly in the combat arms. (This 
has had the effect of making an 
NCO a specialist first and, second, 
a soldier.) 

@ Setting up rigid and_ arbi- 
trary ceilings within MOSs which, 
when exceeded, make the MOS 
“surplus”. 

(It is interesting to note that 
the actions described in the last 
two above are largely initiated by 
officers and civilians of the Ad- 
jutant General’s Department, and 
while I do not question intelli- 
gence or educational achievements 
of these gentlemen, it is widely 
accepted, perhaps erroneously, 
that the AGD is not too strong 
on combat and/or troop command 
experience.) 

a om . 

AS TO THE EFFECTS a con- 
tinuance of the situation, we have 
only to look at the increasing rate 
of resignations and retirements 
to realize that within four to five 
years, virtually all enlisted person- 
nel with WW II combat experience 
will have retired, and within 10 
or 12 years we will have lost most 
of those who took part in the 
Korean War. 

It used to be, generally, that a 
professional soldier spent his life- 
time in the Army. Now we are find- 
ing that men in the 40-45 year 
age-bracket, who are generally in 
good physical condition and. cap- 
able of many more years of pro- 
ductive work, are leaving the serv- 
ice. There is little doubt that 
under present conditions this trend 
will continue. 

Another effect, caused by the 
undermining of a commander’s 
authority and the lessening of his 
prerogatives, has been a sharp de- 
cline in the number of qualified 
men choosing a career of Regular 
Army officer. There have not as 
yet been any noticeable signs of 
this trend reversing itself. 

One of the primary reasons for 
maintaining a peacetime Army is 
to provide a cadre of professional 
soldiers for the expansion of the 
Army in the event of hostilities. 
If we are unable to do this during 
peacetime, we may very well find 
ourselves in an untenable position 
in time of war. 

* on o 

THE SOLUTIONS to this prob- 
lem seem, at first glance, difficult 
to devise. But, by bearing in mind 
the over-all purpose of a peace- 
time army, and the application of 
common sense, there seems to be 
any one of several, or a combina- 
tion, of ways in which this prob- 
lem might be resolved: 

® Since we must maintain a 
cadre for future expansion of the 
Army, it does not seem sensible or 
realistic to limit, too rigidly, the 
number of qualified non-coms in 
such fields as medical, communi- 
cations, supply, motor transport 
and food service, to mention only 
a few. 

@ Since an NCO’s duties are 
primarily of a- supervisory nature, 

requiring broad kn

@ Since a commanding officer is 
really in the best position to judge 
whether a man should be promoted, 
given additional schooling or re- 
tained within his field, I feel that 
he should have the authority to 
make, and act upon, these decisions. 

@ It may well be, that in order 
to relieve the “surplus” MOS prob- 
lem, a greater number of men in 
these fields should be used in re- 
serve components, ROTC duty and 
the like. 

It might be advisable to use 
these men in many positions now 
filled by civilians. I can hear the 
cries of anguish raised regarding 
that last proposal, but let us re- 
member that the purpose of the 
Army.is not to bolster the civilian 
economy! 

@ Another proposal, which has 
the support of many career soldiers, 
is the establishment, in each arm 
and branch of service, of a branch 
school for senior NCOs, patterned 
from the officer branch courses. 
Such schooling would do much to 
inerease a man’s efficiency in such 
supervisory jobs as first sergeant, 
operations and intelligence ser- 
geant, platoon sergeant, etc. 


The obvious rebuttal of that pro- 
posal is the mentioning of the op- 
portunities to increase knowledge 
and professional skill through 
Army extension courses, but we 
all know that an officer’s duties do 
not leave him time to pursue the 
study of material given in the 
branch schools, the Command and 
General Staff School, or the Army 
War College, and it should be 
recognized that in most cases this 
is also true of the NCO. 


Establishment of such courses of 
instruction would, in addition to 
making the non-com more efficient 
at his job, also provide him with 
many of the qualifications which 
would permit him, in time of war, 
to be given a direct commission. 
In addition, a branch NCO school 
should do much to relieve the 
“surpluses” in MOSs, in that it 
would give an NCO instruction in 
fields other than that he had been 
working in, thereby qualifying 
him for supervisory positions in 
the “shortage” fields. 


WHILE it is apparent that any 
action taken in this situation will 
take time, it is, in my mind, im- 
perative that some construetive 
planning be initiated immediately. 
I do not feel that the solution to 
the “surplus” MOS problem will 
come from either the AGD or any 
other group largely divorced from 
the everyday realities and prac- 
tical problems of command and 
leadership. 

I feel that we would have a 
greater chance of solving this 
problem if a planning committee 
were established, working directly 
under the Chief of Staff, comprised 
of battalion and battle group com- 
manders from the arms and serv- 
ices. 

It seems of vital importance that 
this problem, with all its implica- 
tions, receive early recognition 
and that workable solutions be 
put in effect, or we might find 
ourselves wondering how we failed, 
not in a Caribbean area guerrilla 
action, but in WW III.

Reserve and. National Guard 
units are supposed to be “self suf- 
ficient.” Without the advice of the 
advisors, it is impossible for these 
units to become self-sufficient: If 
his unit no longer needs his ad- 
vice, then I think he should make 
this known to his superiors and 
save the government money. 

According to this E-8’s under- 
standing of pro pay it “is to provide 
incentive to attract and retain EM 
in MOS’s of critical importance and 
for those who have demonstrated 
outstanding effectiveness.’’ Any 
supergrader who states “Junior 
grades pull down the duties of 
supergraders” apparently does not 
know what the supergrades are 
supposed to do and therefore can’t 
be effective. 

Supergraders are supervisory 
personnel and must know all skills 
and knowledge from bottom tu top 
in order to supervise junior grades. 
Effectiveness goes from top to bot- 
tom, and not from bottom to top 
grades.

Why Differences 
In Jump Pay? 


FORT BRAGG, N.C.: I am writ- 
ing in regard to “jump pay,” of $55 
or $110. a month, the former being 
for EM, and the latter for officers 
I don’t understand why. the dif- 
ference in pay for performing the 
same duty. 

Now the Army has three awards 
for parachutists: novice parachut- 
ists, or having less than 35 jumps; 
senior parachutists, have 35 jumps 
or more; and master parachutists, 
65 jumps or more. Senior and 
master ratings also must be school- 
trained jump masters. 

I think the Army could save 





should also have the authority to 
revoke any rating. 

For instance, if I .was assigned 
as jumpmaster of a plane-load of 
jumpers and for some reason I put 
the jumpers in a lake or wooded 
area off of the drop zone, I would 
then be required to reappear be- 
fore the board for possible degrad- 
ing to parachutist (or novice), and 
a possible loss of $55 a month. 

The reason for my concern in 
this matter is, I truly don’t think 
the money is going to the people 
that are doing the job. I myself 
have many times been assigned as 
jumpmaster of a plane with as 
many as 60 jumpers, and have 
been directly responsible for the 
rigging, safety in the air, and to 
see all men in the aircraft safely 
on the right drop zone. On many 
of these occasions I have had offi- 
cer personnel in my aircraft. 

Now, if any mishap. should oc- 
cur, I will be held responsible, not 
the officer. 

I also think this would make the 
airborne divisions and Special 
Forces more attractive to the ca- 
reer NCO’s who have stayed with 
the airborne for as much as 18 or 
19 years, and are now leaving. The 
Army is losing years of experience 
and training in the airborne field, 
which I think is hurting your air- 
borne units at this time. 

I think this should be considered 
or a boost to $110 for the NCO 
rated as a master parachutist and 
assuming the responsibilities of 
jumpmaster. 

I would not want anyone to mis- 
interpret this letter. I do not think 
that high-ranking officers should 
be required to rig troops or run 
around checking equipment to be 
dropped. Nor have I met any com- 
missioned officers in the airborne 
that I thought incapable of per- 
forming jumpmaster duties. But 
due to the tactical play and other 
requirements, the job of jumpmas- 
tering is falling on the NCOs who, 
I think, should be definitely con- 
sidered. 

I would like to hear comments 
from other NCO’s and Officers 
from Fort Bragg and Fort Camp- 
bell, so Airborne NOC’s let us hear 
your views.

If those people were draw- 
ing pro pay in their respective jobs, 
could they legally say, “I’m not 
qualified as an infantryman—I 
I haven’t passed the test.”? 

I’ve known a few men without 
much education who could take an 
engine apart blindfolded, but I 
doubt could pass a written test. 
Who is to say whether or not they

Evaluation Program 
Needs Shaping Up 


EL PASO, Tex.—Due to restric- 
tions, policies, etc., numerous in- 





dividuals are not performing du- 
ties in their PMOS’s. Some have 
never been afforded opportunity 
to do so since acquiring them. Yet 
they are required to take tests in 
the PMOS’s. 

Now, if opportunity isn’t afford- 
ed an individual to perform in his 
specialty that he is to be evaluat- 
ed in, how can he be expected to 
maintain these skills and develop 
them to a further degree? 

Supervisors rating and indorsing 
the’CER (DA 2266) have their own 
standards and concepts of rating. 
Therefore, an individual may be 
rated fairly high due to his supe- 
rior’s standards, while another in- 
dividual with the same MOS and 
maybe of higher caliber, working 
for a superior with different stand- 
ards, is rated fairly poorly. 

I realize the difficulties of the 
Army in trying to place every in- 
dividual in duties commensurate 
with his training and supervisors 
using their own concepts in rating, 
and would like to offer the follow- 
ing suggestions: 

® That EM not assigned duty in 
PMOS be rated only for the follow- 
ing on the CER: punctuality, co- 
operation, personal appearance, 
military courtesy or leadership in 
case of an NCO. 


® That the present CER be not 
used to evaluate~an EM not per- 
forming duties in his PMOS, as the 
rater and indorser are not familiar 
with his ability in this MOS. 

© That special preference points 
be given these persons in scoring 
and grading test papers as there is 
no fairness in comparing an EM 
that has had months or maybe 
years of actual experience in a 
specialty against one who acquired 
his MOS through a school or OJT 
and probably never actually per- 
formed in his specialty. 

® That some type of guide be 
devise.’ for use of ‘supervisors 
Armywide completing 2266’s to 
standardize or establish a definite 
scheme or method of rating. 

I can imagine the type of an 
Army we will have in four or five 
years, if the present system is not 
revised; a group of M-1-penciled 
RA’s and a group of the modern 
“cool cat,” “jived-up,” “real gone,” 
draftees, waiting for the day they 
can “split the scene.”

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DOD Employe Groups Told to End Segregation 


ECRETARY OF DEFENSE McNamara has ordered all 
civilian and military employe recreation organizations 
to stop any racial segregation in recreation programs. 


The order was designed to 
carry out the “purpose and spirit” 
of the President’s executive order 
of 6 March banning any discrim- 
ination due to race, creed color or 
national origin. 

Any organization practicing dis- 
crimination will not be permitted 
to use the Defense Department 
name or be sponsored by the De- 
partment, McNamara said. No fa- 
cilities or activities of the depart- 
ment will be available to such or- 
ganizations, he warned. 

McNamara said the policy “is 
effective immediately.” And he 
added it applies to all facilities 
and activities of the Defense De- 
partment; including those financed 
from non-appropriated funds. 

Copies of instructions imple- 
menting the policy should be filed 
with his office by 15 May, the Sec- 
retary said.

White Sands Losing 
800 to Sierra Depot 


WHITE SANDS MISSILE 
RANGE, N.M. — Eight hundred 
military personnel and civilians 
will leave White Sands Missile 
Range, N.M., in mid-May to re- 
establish their unit at the Sierra 
Ordnance Depot in northeastern 
California. 

Arrival of the 515th Ord. Co. 
will swell the present 900 person- 
nel complement at the Sierra De- 
pot. The 515th is made up of 
eleven officers, eight warrant offi- 
cers and 214 enlisted men. With 
nearly half of these personnel mar- 
ried, total size of the group in- 
cluding dependents is about 800. 

The families will live in Herlong, 
3000 in popriation, the site of Si- 
erra Ordnance Depot. Susanville, 
6300-strong seat of Lassen County, 
is only 33 miles away.

MEANWHILE, Warren Irons, 
executive director of the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission, told a personnel 
management conference in San 
Francisco that President Kennedy 
is requiring regular reports from 
agencies on the salary levels and 
promotion expreience of Negroes 
and other minority groups. The 
President wants to see that Ne- 
groes and other minority groups 
are getting equal promotion op- 
portunity and are not being held

The committee’s experts are aware 
of these studies. 

Thus we have a situation where 
everybody is sympathetic to a bill 
and everybody is aware of every- 
body else’s position, But because 
the committee is waiting for De- 
fense to act nothing gets done, In 
such a situation none is wholly 
blameless. 

Calling a hearing would mean 
the committee sets its own priority 
for taking up bills. It ig true the 
group works pretty steadily all 
session, but some of the most im- 
portant things are sometimes ignor- 
ed because the committee doesn’t 
give itself a chance to pass judg- 
ment on them.

A COUPLE OF other points: 


It will be said that on bills which 
Defense has good reason to oppose, 
the committee would be wasting its 
time calling hearings. The commit- 
tee, of course, could avoid this 
merely by setting deadlines for re- 
port on a bill it thinks should be 
taken up. It could tell Defense it 
wants a report on the measure 
within a specified time or hearings 
will be held. 

One never sees the departments 
taking their sweet old time with 
the Appropriations Committee. 
That committee sets a deadline for 
reports it wants and it gets them 
on time.

THE STATEMENT is not true 
that, if the group takes up and 
passes a bill Defense will eventual- 
ly block, it is simply wasting time. 

About the only big bill of recent 
memory on which the rule was 





violated was the Doyle bill to give 
a second chance to. men with bad 
dischartes. It was taken up over 
Defense’s opposition, passed the 
House but was not considered by 
the Senate committee, largely be- 
cause of the stand taken against it 
by Defense. 

But did the committee waste its 
time? Certainly not. The commit- 
tee examined and blistered the De- 
fense approach to administrative 
discharges. Because of the report 
and the spotlight turned on the 
situation by the hearings, Defense 
revised its regulations. The com- 
mittee’s work on that defeated bill 
brought about some badly needed 
improvements in administrative 
discharge procedure.

THERE IS ‘NO attempt here to 
excuse the Defense Department 
record on personnel legislation 
this year. That record’is inde- 
fensible. It is almost non-existent. 
The excuse customarily given is 
that the new Defense leaders have 
to learn the setup. The idea that 
all programs have to be stalled 
four months while civilian iead- 
ers familarize themselves with 
the details, if true, would be a 
serious indictment of our politi- 
cal system. Of course, it is not 
true. The argument that person- 
nel items must wait while weapons 
systems come first is equally ridic- 
ulous. Tie personnel items are 
handled by different people. As 
stated before, if one assistant sec- 
retary can make up his mind on 
something as big as the B-70 in 
two months, another could judge 
the trailer rate situation in that 
time. The way the job gets done, 
naturally, is by using and trusting

THE REPORT noted that “flex. 
ible selective service procedures 
plus military reserve programs “en- 
able a young man to complete edu- 
cation and yocational programs be- 
fore gaing into service. 


“Young men under age 22,-have 


‘not been drafted for some time. 


Further, the period of required 
service is fixed, enabling young 
men to make specific education 
plans,” the report continued. 

Yarborough expects to complete 
Senate GI Bill hearings by the end 
of May. More administration op- 
position is expected when Veter. 
ans Administration, Defense De- 
partment, and Health, Education 
and Welfare official are called to 
testify. 

These officials are expected to 
point out that education and hous- 
ing needs of cold war veterans can 
be equitably and fully met through 
expansion and improvement of ex- 
isting general education and hous 
ing programs which are available 
to all, including veterans.

commissioned officers. A certain 


amount of confusion resulted from 
this dual status, and the effect was 
often felt on warrant morale. 

The Army’s major aim in devel- 
oping its new warrant manual was 
to overcome these ill effects by dis- 
carding the old dual specialty sys- 
tem. The new MOS manual lists 59 
specialties—and these will belong 
to warrants exclusively. Included 
in the 59 are 41 which appearéd in 
the original list of 70. 

Previously (in DA Circular 611- 
7), the Army announced that it 
was phasing out 17 MOSs. Two 
more former warrant officer spe- 
cialties are now being eliminated— 
MOS 0600 (Motor Transportation 
Officer) and MOS 0200 (Communi- 
cation Officer). One of the 17 orig- 
inally scheduled to be dropped— 
MOS 2601 (Legal Administrative 
Assistant)—now will be retained 
as a warrant job. 

The new warrant MOS. manual 
is only part of the Army’s warrant 
officer career program. The next 
major task is to identify the new 
warrant officer. positions in all of 
the Army’s organizational docu- 
ments. A consolidation of TOE 
changes and instructions for TD 
changes is to be made available to 
the field by 1 Oct. 1961. 

At the same time the Army dis- 
tributes the new manual, it will be 
sending questionnaires to all war- 
rant officers on active duty, ask- 
ing them to state their desires con- 
cerning any adjustments that the 
new program requires.

MSTS Shipment Banned 
For Some Foreign Cars

strictions on the basis of inade- 
quate maintenance facilities for 
U.S. manufactured vehicles will be 
announced later, according to the 
directive. 

One major point in. the directive 
states, “Foreign-made vehicles 
barred from shipment at govern- 
ment expense will not be accepted 
for shipment on government ves- 
sels at the individual’s expense.” 
This rules out the shipment of for- 
eign cars bought after 6 March by 
Military Sea Transport Service 
(MSTS) ships. Members who must 
ship at their own expense must 
arrange for shipment by commer- 
cial carriers. 

. * * 


THE DIRECTIVE rules out a 
possible loophole to the restric- 
tion. Members who have a friend 
buy a foreign car after 6 March 
only to re-sell it and claim it is 
“used” are out of luck. The origi- 
nal owner must have owned the 
car on 6 March, 

This is what the directive says 
about used foreign-made cars: 


(4) “A used car purehased by 
a member of the Department of 
Defense from another member of 
the Department after 6 March 
1961 may be shipped at government 
expense only if all of the following 
conditions are established by doc- 
umentary evidence such as bills of 
sale, titles, ete., 

a. Ownership on 6 March by 
personnel e! le for shipment of 
Le vehicle at government expense; 


b. Unbroken chain of ownership 
since 6 March .. . by U.S. n- 
nel otherwise eligible for ship- 
ment of the vehicle at government 
expense. Foreign-made_ vehicles

personnel ineligible to transport 





them at government expense, by 





dealers, or by foreign nationals 
will not be accepted for shipment 
at government expense.”

“UNBROKEN CHAIN of owner- 
ship” means simply that a car must 
be sold by one eligible person to 
another eligible person. For ex- 
ample, a major may sell his for- 
eign car (if purchased as of 
6 March) to another major. The 
major who buys this “used” car 


may ship it at government expense. 

However, a car owned by an 
E-4 with less than four years’ serv- 
ice (an ineligible person) may not 
be sold to another person as a 
used car and shipped at govern- 
ment expense. Civilian employes 
are also considered ineligible per- 
sons under the directive at this 
time. However, authorization for 
them to ship cars at government 
expense is expected soon, making 
them “eligible.” 

“In all cases,” the directive says, 
“the burden of proof is on the 
owner to provide the documenta- 
tion required to support his re- 
quest for shipment of a vehicle.” 


CONDITIONS imposed by para- 
graph 4 do not apply to foreign- 
made vehicles originally purchased 
in, or for delivery to the United 
States, according to the directive. 

Vehicles assembled in a foreign 
country of parts manufactured in 
the U.S. and sold by local dealers 
in the foreign country are consid- 
ered foreign-made cars and are 
barred from shipment at govern- 
ment expense.

Civil War Boat Relics 
Found at Vicksburg 


JACKSON, Miss. — The pilot 
house and a cannon from the 
Federal gunboat “Cairo” — first 
warship in history to be sunk by 
a “torpedo” — were pulled from 
the muddy waters of the Yazoo 
river near Vicksburg a few days 
ago and are now on display in that 
historic Mississippi town. 

Still resting on the river bottom 
is the 512-ton warship itself, but 
“Operation Cairo,” a non-profit 
group of area residents, hopes to 
extricate it by Dec. 12, 1962. 

The target date marks the 100th 
anniversary of the sinking of the 
ironclad by two Confederate elec- 
trical “torpedoes,” or mines, early 
in the struggle for Vicksburg, the 
“Gibraltar of the South,” a century 
ago. 

The 1330-acre National Military 
Park at Vicksburg has long been 
a mecca for those interested in the 
War Between the States and the 
long Vicksburg siege of 1863.

“Buyers will select a site and 
then order several barrels of chem- 
icals for on-the-spot molding into 
plastic panels that will be used in 
the basic structure of the houses,” 
says G. Peter Oldham, vice presi- 





dent for Allied Chemical’s Barrett | 


Division. 

“Advancements made with chem- 
icals and plastics in the past 15 
or 20 years indicate that continued 
progress will result in many dra- 
matie new techniques of house con- 
struction.” 

Oldham points to an experi- 
mental building constructed by 
Army engineers at Fort Belvoir, 
Va., as a practical example of 
“one of the most significant. ad- 
vancements in plastics for con- 
struction thus far.” 

The building, about the size of 
a two-ear garage, was constructed 
ef plastic panels, molded and 
shaped from foam sprayed from a 
55-gallon drum. 

It was reinforced by spraying 
with polyester and when complet- 
ed weighed about 550 pounds—or 
less than half as much as a com- 
pact European automobile. 

Oldham listed other building ma- 
terials made of plastics that re- 
cently have been receiving wide 
attention. Among them are poly- 
ethylene cold water pipes, plastic 
sewerage piping, translucent plas- 
tie panels for industrial skylights, 
windows, room dividers, shower 
stalls, patios and carports. 

He said plastic building mate- 
rials have a number of sales fac- 
tors, including varied color com- 
binations; resistance to chemical 
corresion; insect attack and mois- 
ture, and comparative ease of main- 
tenance.

Volume Is Biased 


THE GREAT SEA WAR. Edited by E. B. Potter 
and Fleet Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, USN. Prentice-Hall, 
Inc., $7.95.

“THE GREAT SEA WAR” is the result of an ambitious project 

by a group of professors at the Naval Academy to place in one 
volume the story of all the World War II action at sea, from the 
invasion of Poland to the surrender of Japan. This book, edited by 
E. B. Potter and Fleet Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, was reviewed and 
criticized by most of the major participants. Because it is the Navy 
story written by the Navy the volume necessarily is prejudiced in 
favor of the “boys in blue,” and carries a general theme that “our 
class won the Bible.” 

This coloring of the narrative, plus some unfortunate choice of 
words, obvious non-sequiturs and spotty style because of the many 
cooks, keeps the volume from being good history that will last and 
relegates it to the status of inspirational textbook for future Naval 
students. 

However, the rise of American Seapower during War II is clearly 
indicated in this volume. The vastness of this expansion from 1939 
to 1945 is almost unbelievable. For not only did ships and planes 
have to be built, men trained, supplies accumulated, commands 
organized, and plans made, but this vast complex also had to be 
made an effective fighting force. 

Leaders had to be selected who burned to “close the enemy” 
and subordinates found who would be loyal to the original plans 
of attack but who possessed enough initiative, experience and judge- 
ment to improvise when the local situation demanded it. 

* oe . 

THIS EVOLUTION in fighting capability advanced us from -the 
early “every man for himself’ melees but preserved the American 
faculties for ingenuity and initiative. 

American fliers and submarines learned quickly and when their 
new equipment was ready they knew how to use it. Americans have 
a’ genius for 20th century, mass-production war which does not show 
upon eursory examination as the Germans and Japanese found out 
to their battered dismay. 

It was not only a far cry from the numbers of men, planes, and 
ships the U.S. Navy had in 1941 in those it possessed in 1945, but 
it was also a different group of officers and men who started the 
war and who ended it up slugging it out and accepting the severe 
loses around and on Okinawa. 

. - - 

OTHER OBSERVATIONS which come to mind after reading 
“The Great Sea War” are: 

@ The Japanese appeared to have had a “thrust and withdraw” 
mentality during this war for at Pear] Harbor, the First Battle of 
Savo Island and at Leyte Gulf, they inflicted damaging losses but did 
not stay around to complete the job. 

® The Japanese also had a game board tendency and seemed 
to maneuver their forces in complex patterns like so many pins 
on a wall map. 

@® The Japanese frittered away their tremendous carrier striking 
forces and experienced pilots. In the first months of the war they 
should have gone for our few carriers like hounds after a fox. 

® Just as England “owed so much to so few,” the United States 
owed its victory at Midway to a few crypotographers and dive bomb- 
er pilots. 

@ Even in this nuclear age the torpedo still looks like the most 
effective way to destroy the surface ships of the maritime nations. 


A Writer Weary 
Of the Extremes 


THE HERO, by Derek Monsey. Alfred A. Knopf,

Based on his own experiences in War II, Monsey’s hero is 
a young British officer who escapes from a PW camp in northern 
Italy, reaches the Monte Cassino area, and spends the winter —_, 
ing the Germans and just surviving. His primary goal in life is 
to hang on until the stalled Allied armies get moving again and 
rescue him. 

This very -ordinary man becomes a scrounger, a sneak, an 
expert at finding food in a hungry war zone. Some Italians, including 
a pretty girl, help him; others don’t want him around for fear of 
attracting German attention. 

The novel is filled with hardship and suffering. The German 
soldiers rape and steal from the civilians, they burn buildings for

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There Is No Jazz 
Musician ‘Type’

HERE IS NO SUCH THING as a jazz musician type, 
any more than there is a newspaperman type or a 
college professor type. - Occasionally I find myself think- 


ing that there is a show business 
type (meaning the kind who is 
quickly insincere and calls every- 
body darling) but that’s prob- 
ably wrong, too. After all, what 
does Fred Astaire have in com- 
mon with those self-satisfied, pre- 
tentious people who gleefully 
talk about themselves on the 
Jack Paar show? 

Still, many do have the im- 
pression that jazz musicians are 
a breed apart and somehow curi- 
ous birds of the same feather. 
Perhaps the stereotyped jazz mu- 
sicians in fiction, movies, and 
television have something to do 
with this. In any event, the im- 
pression is mistaken. Jazz mu- 
sicians, like baseball players or 
poets or housewives, are very 
much unalike, differing in char- 
acter, personality, intelligence, 
manner, background, education, 
vocabulary habits, hobbies, and 
you name it. . 

o ae a 
I BRING this up because of an 
interesting letter recently re- 
ceived from a reader at Fort Sill, 

Okla. Agreeing with an opinion 

here that jazz doesn’t belong on 

the concert stage, he explains: 

“I have gone to quite a few jazz 

concerts and have left many very 

disappointed. I attribute the dis- 
appointment to the fact that most 
jazzmen are not showmen ... 

Also many jazzmen are far from 
, warm people. If they are good, 


they usually develop a sophisti- . 


cation about them that leaves 
audiences cold.” 

My friend loses me here. Per- 
haps this is because the concerts 
he has attended have. featured 
somé of the less talented, though 
highly publicized, musicians of 
this generation, meaning those 
who act as if they are too cool 
to smile or acknowledge the peo- 
ple who have paid money to hear 
them play. 

Lord knows, I have bumped 
into my share of wierdos in the 
music business, most of whom 
are more to be pitied than cen- 
sured. But for the most part, 
with or without “press” entree, 
I have found jazz musicians to 
be*an honest group of warm 
people, sophisticated (in the best 
sense) maybe, but—with a few 
notable exceptions — neither 
precious or pretentious.

JAZZ MUSIC itself is difficult 
to. describe in terms of tempera- 
ture although it is done all the 
time (hot jazz, cool jazz) and 


surely people are even more dif-. 


ficult to pin down in such terms. 
But I doubt if. you can find 
warmer, kinder, more gracious 
people than Ella Fitzgerald, 
Woody Herman, Roy Eldredge, 
Freddie Green, Count . Basie, 
Teddy Wilson, Herb Ellis, Jack 
Teagarden, J. C. Heard, Ray Bry- 
ant, Stuff Smith, Buck Clayton, 
Bud Freeman, Dizzy Gillespie, 
the late Fletcher Henderson, Bill 
Harris, Charlie. Byrd, Bob Wil- 
ber, Lionel Hampton, Red Norvo 

. Well, the list is endless, and 
these musicians are more typical 
than, atypical of the men who 
play jazz. They-have few, if any, 
“show biz” affectations, their 
eonversation is not restricted to 





their work, and they are not 
“characters,” as I understand the 
word,

WHAT ABOUT some of the 
biggest names in jazz? Most are 
too complex to sum up in a sen- 
tence or two—aside from the 
fact that I dont’ know enough 
about them—but here are sev- 
eral impressions, based upon per- 
sonal experience: 

Benny. Goodman is reserved 
and cautious but easy to talk 
with, as long as he likes you. If 
not, he'll clam up quickly, as 
some jazz writers whom he ap- 
parently did not like have dis- 
covered. Very relaxed talking 
about painting or gardening or 
fishing or his family, perhaps 
more tense discussing music. Ab- 
solutely nothing like the Steve 
Allen characterization in the 
Benny Goodman movie. 

The late Lester Young. ap- 
peared suspicious of strangers 
(particularly white strangers, 
possibly),. something of a loner, 
a seemingly continual gin drink- 
er, and an obviously unusual man 
fond of peculiar affectations in 
manner, dress and speech, one 
part hip and two parts lost little 
boy in a world he never made. 

Count Basie is unassiming 
and essentially shy. 


EONTYNE PRICE — fortified 

by a season at the Metropoli- 
tan—has recorded a selection: of 
arias that show her splendid 
voice and her new assurance 
(RCA Victor stereo LSC-2506, 
$5.98): Once before, this column 
has carried a “rave’’ review of 
her singing—in songs by Faure, 
Poulenc, and Wolf. She manages 
Verdi and Puctini just as ably, 
but very differ- 
ently.

work. The exception to the rule 
—that of secondary or pure 
show-off records in this field— 
is a release by two French pi- 
anists, Josette and Yvette Ro- 
man (Kapp stereo 9055-S, $4.98). 
On -the jacket, the Romans look 
like sisters, if not twins. They 
are competent and their team- 
work is excellent—features found 
in other pairs of pianists—and 
their choice of selections is ap- 
propriate to their style of play- 
ing. Milhaud’s Scaramouche Suite 
is a joy to hear. It exhibits his 
tremendous inventiveness and 
versatility.

The Ghosts of ‘Live’ TV 


HOLLYWOOD — The 
two huge studio plants 
which CBS and NBC put up 
here a few years ago always had 
the look of a pair of oversized 
mausoleums. Now it turns out 
they are exactly that. Buried in 
each of these monolithic concrete 
crypts is what we used to call 
“live” . 

At NBC the ghosts already 
were loitering in the hallways. 
As Dean Mar- 
tin was packing 
up after his 
“special” and 
Jane Powell 
and Art Carney 
were polishing 
off final re- 
hearsals for 
their Friday 
show, it became 
apparent that 
the end of 
something was 
being witnessed. 

“Do you realize that after these 
two shows and a few more Dinah 
Shore hours, this place will look 
like a warehouse?” asked a 
weary floor director. 

He was absolutely right. The 
multi-million-dollar studio -with 
all of its electronic gadgetry will 
have no regular “live” telecast- 
ing after Dinah pulls out. And 
NBC seems to have no plans for 
re-activating the place next fall. 

When tourists come to town 
and want to see “all of the big 
TV stars,” they will have to con- 
tent themselves with a daytime 
visit to the -CBS mausoleum 
where Art Linkletter still holds 
forth with “House Party.”

NEITHER NBC nor CBS has 
any present plans for “live” or 
even taped TV shows from here, 
except a few daytime game shows 
and soap operas. CBS Television 
City used to buzz with the ex- 
citement of “Playhouse 90” and 
other “live” drama, but now the 
big sound stages are silent. Red 
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Skelton moved out to his own 
studio, where he films and tapes 
his weekly show. 

The networks have totally ab- 
dicated to Hollywood’s film mak- 
ers. All of the major movie stu- 
dios and many independent film 
factories here are turning out 
TV film shows at a preposterous 
rate. It’s a rather sad sight. 

When NBC and CBS built their 
own studios, they were throw- 
ing out a challenge to the movie 
makers. “Look!” they boasted, 
“We are the owners of a new 
medium—‘live’ TV—and with it 
we are going to do things which 
you film guys never thought of 
doing!”

THERE WAS lots of excite- 
ment in those days. New actors 
were being discovered by TV 
here and in New York by the 
bushel. CBS one gay night 
stretched a quarter of a mile of 
red carpet from the entrance of 
its Television City to Beverly 
Blvd. when Ed Sullivan came 
out to do a special salute to the 
movies. Champagne flowed, and 
the movie greats came to look 
over this brash new thing called 
TV. 


Over at NBC, a new color stu- 
dio was added, and David Sar- 
noff came out for the dedication 
of it and told everyone how TV 
was really just getting started. 
Now, next fall, NBC will use only 
the projecting part of this fancy 
color equipment to telecast a 
bunch of old movies at 9 p.m. 
Saturday nights. This is the only 
answer NBC has that night for 
CBS’ “Gunsmoke” and “Have 
Gun, Will Travel.” 

It must be quite a source of 
amusement for the movie mak- 
ers to sit around now and 
chuckle at all of those dire 
threats which the TV lads were 
making just a few short years 
ago.

AS THINGS have turned out, 
the networks have been happy to 
junk their own plans and go into 
partnership with the film mak- 
ers. The film makers in turn are 
happy to cut the networks in for 
a quarter or a half of every film 
series.

manding general of the Army Air 
Defense Command said the equip- 
ment is 10 times more discriminat- 
ing in target detection than 
present operational radar. 


The improved Nike Hercules 
system incorporating the new high 
powered acquisition radar and the 
target ranging radar, has been 
completed and is in production. 
The required construction neces- 
sary for the installation of this 
new equipment is taking place at 
Nike Hercules sites in the U.S.

FORT WORTH, Ind. — A whole 
new range of high altitude capabil- 
ities for helicopter operations has 
been opened by Bell’s turbo-super- 
charged 47G-3B in recent: Pikes 
Peak area tests, the firm says. 

The new three-place helicopter 
in April was hovered at an 11,837- 
foot elevation with eight men 
aboard, said E. J. Ducayet, of Bell. 

The high-altitude maneuvers

Boom Predicted in Sales 
Of Business Aircraft 


WASHINGTON The Aero- 
space Industries Association pre- 
dicts a “boom” in the use of small, 
non-commercial aircraft over the 
next 10 years. 

A survey by the Utility Airplane 
Council of AIA indicated that by 
1970 an estimated 100,000 business, 
pleasure and utility planes will be 
in active operation over the U.S. 
compared fleet of 70,000. 

Joseph T. Geuting, manager of 
the Utility Airplane Council, said 
a large percentage of these planes 
now in operation are seven to 10 
years old and that the 100,000 
projection “takes into account such 
important factors as attrition and 
obsolescence of the aircraft.” 

Aerospace, official publication of 
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AIA, noted that the survey indic- 
ated that the makeup of the 1970 
fleet will show that more than half 
of the planes will be purchased for 
business uses and an estimated 25 
per cent for pleasure. 

The publication also. said that 
manufacturers of these utility 
planes were optimistic about the 
future for the industry and predict- 
ed that the 1960 sales volume of 
$200 million will be doubled by 
1965 and again doubled by 1970. 

Reason for the optimism: a re- 


cent study revealed that of 3,000 
top industrial firms in the U‘S., 
only 12 per cent fly their own air- 





craft.

WSMR Has 
Remarkable 
Safety Mark 


WHITE SANDS MISSILE 
RANGE, N.M. — Thousands of 
missiles have been launched across 
the vast New Mexico desert dur- 
ing the past 14 years without a 
fatality. 

Much of the credit for this re- 
markable safety record, and a job 
well done, is due to Nathan Wag- 
ner, chief of Missile Flight Sur- 
veillance Office at White Sands 
Missile Range, the nation’s oldest 
missile test center. 


Wagner, with 20 employes, is 
responsible for seeing that guided 
missiles do not stray from the 
5600 square mile range. 


Each missile tested at WSMR has 
an electronic cut-down mechanism 
that brings an erring bird to earth 
at the touch of a button. Through 
modern range instruments, such 
as radar screens and flight analysis 
panels, Wagner and MFSC workers 
keep an eye on the behavior “of 
each missile during flight. They’re 
poised to push the destroy button 
at the first indication that the mis- 
sile is leaving its course and head- 
ing outside the range area.

WAGNER CAME to the missile 
range in Dec. 1947 from Columbus, 
Ohio, where he was employed as 
engineer in the chemistry depart- 
ment at Ohio State University. 
During 1948-1950 his engineering 
work was connected with the physi- 
cal science laboratory at New 
Mexico State University.  In-1954 
he took his present post as chief 
of MFSO. 

He served in the Army during 
World War HI and attended the 
Command Management ~ School, 
Plant Engineering School, and In- 
dustrial College of the Armed 
Forces.

60th Armor 
Getting First 
M-60 Tanks 


FORT BENNING, Ga. — The 
Army’s latest development in M-60 
tank will soon be in the hands of 
Fort Benning troops. 

The Infantry Center ordnance 
section is readying the first ship- 
men of the new tanks for issue to 
the 66th Armor, ist Inf. Bede., 
the first unit on post to receive 
them. 

The M-60s, are being “deproc- 
essed” and will be ready for issue 
in approximately 30 days. 

Combat loaded, the M-60 weighs 
3000 pounds less than the M-48 
tank but has greater firepower 
and maneuverability. Its diesel 
engine consumes less fuel and 
doubles the machine’s cruising 
range, in addition to eliminating 
the hazard of deadly carbon 
monoxide gas. It also has im- 
proved crew visibility and better 
radiological protection.

— Draftee 
monkeys have taken rides in 
rockets but. at Redstone Arsenal, 
the Army is hard-pressed to keep 
volunteer woodchucks out of its 
missiles. 

Here at the home of the ‘Army 
Ordnance Missile Command where 
experts have. perfected anti-per- 
sonnel, anti-tank and anti-aircraft 
missiles afd are working hard on 
an anti-missile missile, an old 
Army Jeep is: the only effective 
anti-woodchuck weapon. 

The missilemen thought the gap 
between their products and wood- 
chucks was a wide one until they 
began testing and storing; missile 
components and solid fuel rocket 
motors in earth-covered > bunkers 
called “igloos.” 

Tucked away in an isolated sec- 
tion of the 40,000 acre installation, 
the igloos were built during World 
War II when Redstone Arsenal 
was an Army Ordnance ammuni- 
tion loading and storage facility: 
When the Army located its mis- 
sile program here, the igloos came 

to use as safe storage for mis- 
sile' fuels, rocket. motors and 
small missiles. 

The igloos are made of concrete 
and covered with earth for safety 
purposes.. Grass grows on the 
earth covering... The results, as 
far as woodchucks are concerned, 
is ideal for homes — grass and 
clover to feed the inner wood- 
in which to dig a 
home, both loéated on a hill in 
an otherwise flat landscape on 
which to sit and spot approaching 
danger. 

Deep, woodchuck-diameter holes 
honeycomb the earth covering of 
the igloos as a result of wood- 
chuck mining operations. Rain- 
water runs into the’ holes, seeps 
into. the .concerte walls of the 
igloos, washes away the safety 
covering of earth. Dirt thrown 
up by tunneling woodchucks 
sometimes blocks the ventilation 








shafts in the tops of the igloos. 








Redstone Missile Makers 
‘Crack Woodchuck Barrier 


John L. York, chief of the 
arsenal’s pest control crew, says: 
“We could handle a few wood- 
chucks on a place as big as Red- 
stone Arsenal. The trouble is the 
critters multiply like rabbits. 
Brother, we’ve got woodchucks 
and more woodchucks and every 
one has &taked out a home site 
on an igloo.” 

Efforts to discourage the wood- 
chucks by filling in their holes 
failed. They dug new holes. 

Attempts to scare them out only 
caused them to dig deeper. 

Someone suggested dogs, but 
dogs that could: fit in the holes, 
were noticeably reluctant to tackle 
the business end of a 10-pound 
woodchuck six feet underground. 

Another thought from a well 
meaning source suggested fires to 
smoke the woodchucks out. Safe- 
ty experts pointed out that these 
igloos are not the recommended 
places to build fires. 

Then the anti-woodchuck Jeep 
came into action. 

York’s men connect a hose to the 
Jeep exhaust; stick the nozzle 
into a woodchuck hole and start 
the Jeep engine. 

The average hole usually yields, 
in ‘order, several w rats in 
high gear, assorted lizards moving 
even faster, and a gross of grass- 
hoppers. 

Finally a watery-eyed wood- 
chuck lurches out, burps, and 
wobbles. off toward the nearby 
woods,

COLOMBO PLAN. Two British 
Commonwealth nations plan is- 
sues marking the tenth anniver- 
sary of the Colombo Plan. The 
plan was initiated by Common- 
wealth countries to assist in the 
economic development of under- 
developed countries by providing 
trained manpower and resources. 


Canada will mark the anniver- 
sary by issuing a five-cent com- 
mémorative on June 28. The new 
stamp will show two figures 
holding a blue-print in front of 
a huge hydro-power plant. A 
major part of the Canadian gov- 
ernment’s contribution to the 
plan has been in the form of 
levelopment of hydro-electric 
power. 


The figures and foreground on 
the new stamp will be printed 
in blue on a light brown back- 
ground. The stamp is a large- 
size (one and one-half inches by 
one inch) issue, presented in a 
horizontal design. Print order is 
for 30 million. 

First day cover requests go 
to the Postmaster, Ottawa 2, 
Ontario, Canada. Deadline for 
orders is June 26. 

A service charge of five cents 
is made for each cover. It must 
be included with the remittance 
for stamps desired. 


Australia will issue a one-shil- 
ling stamp on June 30, in salute 
to that country’s partieipation in 
the Colombo Plan. It will replace 
the one-shillixg platypus stamp 
currently in use. 

The new stamp will be red- 
brown in color and vertical in 
format. 

The denomination represents 
an airmail rate which applies 
from Australia to Indonesia, 
Malaya, North Borneo, Sarawak 
and Singapore, the nearest Co- 
lombo Plan nations.

creased rates were needed ‘to off- 
set rises in the cost of living since 
the last increase in 1957 and to 
adjust rates in categories which 
are out of line.” 


The President’s recommendations 
give greater increases to those 
veterans with the more severe 
injuries and he described this ac- 
tion as “fair and reasonable.” 

Also increased by five percent 
is the special allowance for depend- 
ents paid veterans whose service- 
connected disabilities are rated 50 
percent or more. 

Unchanged are three statutory 
rates, two of them at $47 each, 
involving anatomical loss, or loss 
of use of one part of the body, 
and the third, at $67 as the mini- 
mum rate for arrested tuberculosis. 
These rates may be payable in 
addition to the percentage ratings 
for service-connected disabilities. 

Not affected by the recommenda- 
tion are the compensation rates 
paid survivors of veterans whose 
deaths were service-connected, nor 
pensions paid wartime veterans or 
their widows or children for non- 
service-connected disability ‘or 
death.

THE ADMINISTRATION BILL 
would increase annual disability 
rates as follows: 

10 percent disability: Wartime 
rates would be increased 2.6 per- 
cent, from $228 to $334 annually; 
peacetime rates would be increased 
3.3 percent, from $180 to $186 


annually. 

20 percent disability: Wartime 
rates would imerease 28 percent, 
from $432 to $444; peacetime rates 
would increase 3.4 percent, from 
$348 to $360.

The President’s recommendations 
give greater increases to those 
veterans with the more severe 
injuries and he described this ac- 
tion as “fair and reasonable.” 

Also increased by five percent 
is the special allowance for depend- 
ents paid veterans whose service- 
connected disabilities are rated 50 
percent or more. 

Unchanged are three statutory 
rates, two of them at $47 each, 
involving anatomical loss, or loss 
of use of one part of the body, 
and the third, at $67 as the mini- 
mum rate for arrested tuberculosis. 
These rates may be payable in 
addition to the percentage ratings 
for service-connected disabilities. 

Not affected by. the recommenda- 
tion are the compensation rates 
paid survivors of veterans whose 
deaths were service-connected, nor 
pensions paid wartime veterans or 
their widows or children for non- 
service-connected disability ‘or 
death.

THE ADMINISTRATION BILL 
would increase annual disability 
rates as follows: 

10 percent disability: Wartime 
rates would be increased 2.6 per- 
cent, from $228 to $334 annually; 
peacetime rates would be increased 
3.3 percent, from $180 to $186 


20 percent disability: Wartime 
rates would imerease 28 percent, 
from $432 to $444; peacetime rates 
would increase 3.4 percent, from 
$348 to $360. 

30 percent disability: Wartime 
rates would increase 3.6 percent, 
from $660 to $684; peacetime rates 
would rise 4.5 percent, from $528 
to $552. 

40 percent disability: Wartime 
rates would increase 4.1 percent, 
from $876 to $912; peacetime rates 
would rise 5.2 percent, from $696

50 percent disability: Wartime 
rates would increase 4 percent, 
from $1200 to $1248; peacetime 
rates would rise 3.8 percent from 
$960 to $996. 

60 percent disability: Wartime 
rates would increase 4.2 percent, 
from $1440 to $1500; peacetime 
rates would rise 4.2 percent, from 
$1152 to $1200. 

70 percent disability: Wartime 
rates would increase 43 percent, 
from $1680 to $1752; peacetime 
rates would rise 4.5 percent, from 
$1344 to $1404. 

80 percent disability: Wartime 
rates would rise 4.3 percent, from 
$1920 to $2004; peacetime rates 
would rise 4.7 percent, from $1536 
to $1608. 

90 percent disability: Wartime 

rates would rise five percent, from 
$2148 to $2256; peacetime rates 
would rise 4.9 percent, from $1716 
to $1800. 

100 percent disability: Wartime 
rates would rise 6.7 percent, from 
$2700 to $2880; peacetime rates 
would increase 6.7 percent, from 
$2160 to -$2304. 

Rates for veterans with disabil- 
ities beyond the rated degrees of 
disability, such as payable to vet- 
erans who have lost a limb, arm,

The decision (No. 324-54), dis- 
missed the claim by a former 
Army Reserve officer that the ac- 
tiem of the Army Retiring Board, 
which declined to discharge him 
for physical disability was arbi- 
trary and capricious. 

The officer was wounded in 1945 
while serving in the Pacific. Doc- 
tors decided not to remove the 
bullet and he was later returned 
to active duty. After several more 
trips to military hospitals, doctors 
still decided it was best to leave 
the bullet where it was—lodged 
in his left hip. 

In 1946 he was honorably 
separated because he had accumu- 
lated enough points to be eligible 
for separation—not for physical 
disability. 

Later that year, he filed a claim 
with the VA and as a result was 
given a combined 40 percent dis- 
ability rating from the day after 
he was discharged. As the result 
of another examination in 1948 
the officer was given an additional 
20 percent disability rating. In the 
meantime, the officer began trying 
to get his case before an Army 
retiring board. 

* a * 

HE FINALLY APPEARED be- 
fore a retiring board in 1948. The 
board decided he was physically 
fit for “full military duty . . 
This, the officer claimed was 
arbitrary and capricious. 

In 1953 he asked the Army 
Board of Correction of Military 
Reeords to correct his records to 
show that he was permanently in- 
capacitated for active service at 
the time he was discharged. His 
request was denied without a hear- 
ing. The officer also claimed the 
board of correction’s action was 
arbitrary - and capricious. He 
claimed that the findings of the 
two boards were contrary to 
evidence.

Retirement Board 
Authority Upheld 


WASHINGTON—Jurisdiction to determine a person’s 
entitlement to retirement is vested by law in a Retiring Beard 
amd not in the Veterans Administration, the U.S. Court 








can induce us to hold that a retir- 
ing board .. . had arbitrarily or 
capriciously denied an. officer re- 
tired pay to which he was en- 
tithed,” Judge Samuel E. Whitaker 
said im the court’s decision, “Bad 
faith will not be attributed to 
them, unless we are clearly con- 
vinced- of it,” he added. 

“So far as the action of the 
Veterans Administration is’ con- 
cerned, we have held many times 
that the basis for its action is dif- 
ferent from the basis upon which 
a retiring board determines 
whether an officer is entitled to re- 
tirement for physical disability,” 
Whitaker said. 

The fact that the VA finds a 
man disabled.does not show that 
a retiring board’s finding that he 
is not disabled is arbitrary or 
capricious, Whitaker concluded.
